Whatever deficiency 
the Britisher may have, he alone can deal 
rvally : successfully with the problem . of 
colonisation, and still more so with that of 
the good govern ment and auccessful adminia. 
tration of the coloured races, Casa 3 would 
bave to work itself out, and might lead any- 
where : o clear prognosis would need a Cas- 
sandin, Some ides of the onrlier stages of 
the position may, however, be gathered from 
similar experience elsewhere. . The Im- 
perial power, as wellas tha lucsl authorities, 
would be ‘run’ by adventurers in the 
forms of both Governments and individun's, 
and 1 series of uphoavals, duc to sub- 
rurface agencies—lika the spewing-up of 
springs ina mud lake—would occasionally 
yond eddios and currents of concessionary 
powors in various directions over tho 
surface. The offices of Government ‘would 
be assisted by ‘advisors,’ appointed by 
or owning ullegiance to various foreign 
Governments, in turn eventuating probably 
in Joos reversions to case 2. Case 1 sees 
most generally favoured, and, adds Engi- 
neering, wo thivk rightly so. Rightly, 
in au altruistic sense, a8 being most just ; 
rightly, in a pro-British sense also—for 
where equal powers and-opportunities are 
given, as can only be under a strong 


Government, the British can’ always 
secure the liun’s share of the advantages 
Recruing.
